On January 21 the Bureau received а radiogram from an amateur 
radio station in Hartford, Conn., which was sent direct to an amateur 
station in Washington, using a wave length of 200 meters. This 
indicates the range of such stations on а 200-meter wave length 
when the apparatus is efficient.
